ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 
TOWN   OF   CHARLESTOWN 

1969 

The  number  of  infractions  incurred  this  year  were  relatively 
few  in  number  in  comparison  to  previous  years.  There  were  some 
minor  infractions  of  the  health  laws  which  dealt  with  in  the  appro- 
priate manner,  but  nothing  of  a  serious  nature  occurred  in  the  past 
year. 

The  water  supplies  of  Charlestown  and  North  Charlestown  were 
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checked  with  regularity  and  all  reports  were  returned  in  good  order. 
Once  each  year  the  source  itself  is  checked  and  a  complete  sample 
report  is  submitted  by  the  State  Health  Department  to  your  health 
officer.  This  has  always  been  satisfactory  with  no  trace  of  con- 
tamination involved. 

The  swimming  pool  was  checked  by  sample  each  week  of 
operation  this  summer  and  with  the  cooperation  of  Gordon  Adams 
and  Ernest  Kinson  Jr.  of  the  Recreation  Department,  was  drained, 
scrubbed  and  cleaned  when  deemed  necessary.  Because  of  a  plentiful 
supply  of  water  and  some  chlorination  this  year  the  pool  was  in 
operation  for  the  full  season.  It  is  hoped  that  a  more  complete 
system  of  chlorination  will  be  accomplished  this  coming  summer 
so  that  any  bacterial  problems  will  be  completely  alleviated. 

The  annual  rodent  extermination  program  at  the  town  dump 
was  conducted  in  August  of  this  year  with  very  good  results  and 
a  tremendous  reduction  in  rodent  population. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officers,  who  constitute  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  Water  Department  and  the  citizens  of  Charlestown 
for  their  cooperation  in  the  past  year.

The  Trustees  of  the  Silsby  Library  are  not  asking  for  an  addi- 
tion to  the  Library  this  year;  as  State  and  Federal  building  aids 
have  been  withdrawn,  and  without  such  aid  the  cost  would  be  too 
high  at  this  time.  Therefore,  we  are  trying  to  renovate  the  base- 
ment and  to  install  steel  book  shelves,  enabling  us  to  move  some 
of  the  books  downstairs.  This  is  not  an  ideal  situation,  having  to 
go  down  stairs,  and  there  will  be  no  supervision  down  there,  but 
it  will  make  storage  space.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

My  year  began  July  7,  1969,  with  the  evaluation  of  all  roads 
and  repairs  needed.  The  first  few  days  on  the  job,  was  getting  the 
equipment  serviced  and  repaired  for  use,  we  have  continued  this 
practice  throughout  the  year. 

We  used  38,400  gallons  of  oil  on  streets  and  roads.    Streets  cov- 
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ered  are  the  Intersection  and  Charlestown  square,  Landing  Rd., 
Taylor  Hill,  South  Charlestown  off  12A,  Briggs  Hill,  Willard  Ave., 
East  St.,  Olcott  Lane,  Arbor  Way,  Coolidge  St.,  part  of  West  St.,  Ac- 
worth  Rd.,  and  Hemlock  Rd. 

We  used  183  tons  of  cold  patch  on  streets  and  roads  that  need- 
ed it  the  most,  also  including  the  shoulders. 

We  oiled  a  few  driveways  this  year  at  the  owners  expense. 

431/2  tons  of  Hot  Top  was  used  in  widening  and  making  ditches, 
after  having  cleaned  out  the  ditches  on  Paris  Ave.  Also  a  little 
was  used  on  Arbor  Way  to  rid  street  of  water. 

We  installed  204  feet  pipe  on  the  following  streets  and  roads: 
Paris  Ave.,  Old  Claremont  Rd.  Just  off  Acworth  Rd.,  near  Smith's 
residence,  Meaney  Rd.,  Meaney  Rd.,  near  Langdon  line  and  Bailey 
Hill.    Also  cement  headers  were  installed  near  Smith's. 

2,741  yards  of  fill  was  hauled  for  the  new  Town  Garage. 

We  worked  on  the  Acworth  Rd.,  for  TRA  —  on  the  old  part 
we  covered  5/10  miles  and  used  1871  yards  of  gravel  and  installed 
farmers  mix.  We  put  up  2435  feet  fencing  on  the  Hill  property. 
We  continued  work  on  the  next  stretch  covering  3/10  mile  using 
5258  yards  of  gravel  and  fill  to  date.  This  will  be  ready  next  for 
just    shaping    up    and    using    the    farmers    mix. 

We  cleaned  culverts  as  many  as  possible,  I  realize  there  are 
still  a  lot  to  be  cleaned,  but  winter  was  on  us  before  we  had  time 
to  complete  them  all. 

We  widened  and  graveled  and  cleaned  pipes  on  road  in  S.  Char- 
lestown beginning  at  Rte.  12  near  Palmers  continuing  on  past  Yorks. 
We  used  2244  yards  of  gravel,  road  is  ready  for  shaping  up  and 
surfacing. 

Our  winter  has  been  a  hard  one,  as  far  as  ice,  freezing  was 
concerned.  We  operated  with  only  2  trucks  this  summer,  our  other 
arrived  a  short  time  before  snow.  We  used  82  tons  of  salt.  We 
removed  snow  from  Streets  when  plowing  was  not  necessary.  Roads 
have  been  sanded  along  with  the  sidewalks,  when  needed.

The  Recreation  Department  sponsored  a  baseball  clinic  for  all 
boys  who  were  interested.  The  program  was  well  attended  and  a  lot 
of  fun  was  had  by  all.  There  are  over  one  hundred  boys  involved  in 
Midget  League,  Little  League,  and  Babe  Ruth  League.  Most  of  the 
expense  of  the  leagues  was  taken  care  of  by  donations.    We  would

to  the  Charlestown  Jr.  League  Baseball.  A  lot  of  badly  needed 
equipment  was  able  to  be  purchased.

The  town  swimming  pool  was  opened  shortly  after  school  was 
closed,  and  kept  open  until  school  started  in  the  fall.

In 
the  early  fall,  with  the  help  of  the  Fire  Dept.,  we  transform  the  hard 
surface  play  area  into  a  divided  skating  rink.  One  side  is  for 
hockey  playing;  the  other  side  reserved  for  general  skating.  We 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  firemen,  Rollo  Smith, 
Normand  D.  Beaudry  (who  volunteered  to  plow  the  snow  again  this 
year)  plus  all  other  people  who  gave  of  their  time  to  help  main- 
tain  this   area. 

THE  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too  many  fires. 
Carelessness  in  burning  trash  and  discarding  smoking  material  and 
children  playing  with  fire  caused  most  of  the  fires.  Your  Forest 
Fire  Warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the 
State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis 
of  these  laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland 
anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  includes  house- 
hold waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden 
trash  as  well  as  brush  burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regu- 
lation to  be  prior  to  9:00  a.  m.  and  after  5:00  p.  m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime  under  nor- 
mal conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Chief  and  a  permit 
from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  with 
permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.     On  another's  property  with  written 
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permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden. 
The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits 
for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits 
are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces 
have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 
Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of  $200.00 
fine;   or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  recklessly  that  shall 
endanger  woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's 
imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  before 
leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1)  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflamable  material  in  or  near  woodland,  maximum 
fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit.     Keep 
our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

The  work  of  prime  and  utmost  importance  to  the  Planning 
Board  this  year,  has  been  the  development  of  a  new  zoning 
ordinance  for  the  town.  Many  hours  of  study  and  work  have  gone 
into  the  development  of  this  ordinance,  upon  which  you  will  be 
voting  at  town  meeting.  Regular  meetings  have  been  held  twice  a 
month,  many  special  meetings  have  been  held,  and  members  have 
spent  many  hours  outside  of  meetings  in  attempting  to  develop 
a  clear,  concise  workable  ordinance.  Our  goal  has  been  to  de- 
velop an  ordinance  by  which  the  entire  town  would  be  zoned,  with 
the  more  restrictive  zones  kept  at  a  minimum.  With  this,  areas 
may  be  changed  to  another  zone  by  an  amendment  passed  by 
the  voters  at  a  future  town  meeting. 

We  have  held  three  public  hearings  of  the  prosposed  zoning 
ordinance,  although  only  two  are  required  by  law.  The  purpose  of 
the  hearings  are  to  get  suggestions  from  the  voters  as  to  what 
they  desire,  and  to  explain  the  proposed  ordinance  The  public  hear- 
ings are  the  only  opportunity  for  discussion  of  the  ordinance,  as 
it  is  required  by  law  that  is  beplaced  on  the  ballot  to  be  voted 
upon. 

In  view  of  the  problems  which  may  be  rapidly  encroaching  up- 
on us  as  a  community  which  does  not  have  adequate  zoning,  we 
strongly  urge  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  so  that  there  will  be  an 
element  of  control  for  an  orderly  growth  of  our  town. 

We  once  again  recommend  approval  of  the  Town  Manager 
system  of  government  for  Charlestown,  which  was  narrowly  de- 
feated at  town  meeting  last  year.  We  feel  that  with  the  ever 
increasing  growth  of  the  town,  and  the  ever  increasing  complexities 
of  government,  our  town  can  operate  efficiently  only  with  full 
time    management. 

We  have  reviewed  and  made  slight  changes  in  the  proposed 
new  street  construction  regulations,  in  hopes  they  will  be  enacted 
so  that  there  will  be  standards  by  which  streets  must  be  con- 
structed before  they  can  be  accepted  by  the  town. 

Other  work  of  the  Board  has  been  the  approval  of  several  build- 
ing construction  requests  within  our  current  limited  zoned  areas; 
resolving  a  problem  to  the  fact  that  we  do  not  have  the  authority  to 
approve  or  disapprove  subdivisions;  and  discussion  of  the  need  for 
a  Master  Plan,  and  for  the  need  of  subdivision  regulations.

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ZONING  ORDINANCE 
TOWN  OF  CHARLESTOWN 
NEW   HAMPSHIRE 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  Chapter  31,  Section 
60-89,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  1955,  as  amended, 
•and  for  tlie  purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of 
the  inhabitants,  the  following  ordinance  is  presented  to  the  voters  of 
the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire  for  adoption.  It  shall, 
upon  its  adoption,  supersede  any  previous  zoning  ordinance  within 
the  town. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  Town  of  Charlestown  is 
divided  into  the  following  zones  as  shown  on  the  zoning  map  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk  and  dated  February  23,  1970. 

Residential  1 

Residential  2 

Industrial 

Commercial 

Parks  &  Recreation 

Rural 

Residential  1 

A.  One  family  dwellings  and  their  accessory  buildings  shall 
be   allowed. 

B.  Each  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  of  15,000  square  feet  with  100 
feet  minimum  frontage  provided  it  is  to  be  serviced  by  municipal 
water  and  sewerage  system.  With  municipal  water  only,  lot  size 
shall  be  a  minimum  of  25,000  square  feet  with  150  feet  minimum 
frontage.  If  both  municipal  water  and  sewerage  are  not  available, 
lot  size  shall  be  a  minimum  of  40,000  square  feet  with  150  feet 
minimum  frontage. 

C.  Every  new  building  or  structure,  and  every  building  or 
structure  moved  from  another  location  shall  be  set  back  from  the 
front  property  line  a  minimum  of  30  feet  and  be  a  minimum  of  20 
feet  from  all  other  boundaries. 

D.  Each  new  residence  shall  have  a  minimum  living  area  of 
750  square  feet. 

E.  Customary  home  occupations  such  as  offices  of  doctors,  law- 
yers, dentists,  and  realtors;  hairdressers;  dressmakers;  and  similar 
occupations  not  offensive  to  the  area  in  which  they  are  located  shall 
be  allowed.  They  shall  be  allowed  only  if  they  do  not  require  the 
employment  of  any  additional  persons  other  than  the  proprietors  of 
the  residence. 

F.  Signs  shall  be  limited  to  necessary  street  and  highway  signs; 
those  related  to  the  sale,  rent,  and  lease  of  the  property;  and  those 
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to  the  business  of  the  occupant.    The  size  of  the  sign  or  group  of 
signs  (other  than  governmental  signs)  shall  not  exceed  3  square  feet. 

G.  Non-permanent  structures  and  mobile  homes  are  specifically 
prohibited. 

H.  Recreation  areas  may  be  allowed  by  special  permit,  which 
cannot  be  granted  until  after  a  duly  notified  pubUc  hearing  has  been 
held. 

Residential  2 

A.    One  to  four  family  dwellings  (apartment  houses)  and  their 
accessory  buildings  shall  be  allowed. 

B.  Each  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  of  10,000  square  feet  with  90 
feet  minimum  frontage  provided  it  is  to  be  serviced  by  municipal 
water  and  sewerage  systems.  With  municipal  water  only,  lot  size 
shall  be  a  minimum  of  25,000  square  feet  with  150  feet  minimum 
frontage.  If  both  municipal  water  and  sewerage  are  not  available 
lot  size  shall  be  a  minimum  of  40,000  square  feet  with  150  mini- 
mum frontage. 

C.  Conversion  of  existing  buildings  and  the  construction  of  new 
dwellings  for  a  maximum  of  four  family  units  shall  be  permitted.  Ten 
thousand  square  feet  minimum  lot  size  shall  be  provided  for  the  first 
family  unit  in  a  multi-family  dweUing,  and  a  minimum  of  5,000 
square  feet  shall  be  provided  for  each  additional  family  unit.  At  least 
two  parking  spaces,  each  large  enough  to  park  an  automobile,  shall 
be  provided   for  each  unit. 

D.  Every  new  building  or  structure,  and  every  building  or 
structure  moved  from  another  location  shall  be  set  back  from  the 
front  property  line  at  least  25  feet  and  be  a  minimum  of  12  feet 
from  all  other  property  boundaries. 

E.  Each  new  single  family  residence  shall  have  a  minimum  liv- 
ing area  of  750  square  feet.  Each  multi-family  residence  shall  have 
a  minimum  living  area  of  1200  square  feet. 

F.  Customary  home  occupations  such  as  guest  homes;  dress- 
makers; offices  of  doctors,  lawyers,  dentists,  and  realtors;  hair- 
dressers; art  studios;  music  teachers;  and  similar  occupations  which 
are  not  offensive  to  the  area  in  which  they  are  located  shall  be  al- 
lowed. 

G.  Signs  shall  be  limited  to  necessary  street  and  highway  signs; 
those  related  to  the  sale,  rent,  and  lease  of  the  property;  and  those 
related  to  the  business  of  the  occupant.  The  size  of  the  sign  or  group 
of  signs  (other  than  governmental  signs)  shall  not  exceed  5  square 
feet. 

H.  Other  uses  allowed  under  this  zone  are  libraries  and  public 
schools  offering  general  education  courses. 
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I.  The  following  uses  and  buildings  may  be  allowed  by  special 
permit,  which  cannot  be  granted  until  after  a  duly  notified  public 
hearing  has  been  held: 

1.  Private  clubs  and  organizations  which  will  not  be  conduct- 
ed for  a  profit. 

2.  Recreation,   water  supply,   and  sewage  disposal  use. 

3.  Hospital,  clinic,  convalescent  home,  sanitarium. 

4.  Museum. 

5.  Research  center. 

6.  Church. 

7.  Country  club  and/or  golf  course. 

8.  Botanical   garden   or  nursery. 

9.  Private    schools. 
10.    Philanthropic  uses. 

Permission  may  be  granted  by  the  Planning  Board  only  when  the 
character  of  the  zone  will  be  preserved. 

J.  Non-permanent  structures  and  mobile  homes  are  specifically 
prohibited. 

Commercial 

A.  Central  Commercial  area  —  uses  permitted: 

1.  Municipal  buildings. 

2.  Business  and  professional  offices. 

3.  Retail  businesses. 

4.  Services. 

5.  Residential   homes   and   apartment  houses. 

6.  Churches. 

7.  Any  retail  business,  service,  or  dwelling  that  will  not  im- 
pede the  development  of  a  sound  commercial  area. 

B.  Highway  Commercial  Area  —  uses  permitted: 

1.  Retail   businesses    and    services. 

2.  Bowling  alleys. 

3.  Garages  and  service  stations. 

4.  New  and  used  car  dealers. 

5.  Any  other  business  or  service  that  will  not  impede  the 
development  of  a  sound  commercial  area. 

6.  Requirements: 

a.  Minimum  set  back  from  highway  property  line  to  be 
50  feet. 

b.  Minimum  lot  size  shall  be  20,000  square  feet  for  each 
business. 

c.  First  floor  area  shall  not  exceed  50%  of  the  lot  area. 

d.  Outdoor  storage  area  mu^  be  enclosed. 

e.  No  on  street  or  highway  parking  permitted. 
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C.  other  uses 

1.    Residences  shall  be  allowed   in  commercial  areas  pro- 
vided they  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Residential  2. 

D.  General  Provisions 

1.  All  signs  relating  to  a  business  shall  not  exceed  2  square 
feet  for  each  running  foot  of  a  building  frontage. 

2.  Lights  shall  not  constitute  a  traffic  hazard. 

3.  Non-permanent  structures  and  mobile  homes  are  specifical- 
ly prohibited. 

Industrial 

A.  Manufacturing 

1.  All  shipping  and  receiving  traffic  must  be  on  premises. 

2.  Waste  material  storage  must  be  enclosed  so  as  not  to  be 
visible  from  highway  and  adjoining  residences. 

B.  Junk  Yards  —  Permission  may  be  granted  by  the  Planning 
Board  only  after  a  duly  notified  public  hearing  has  been  held. 

C.  Non-permanent  structures  and  mobile  homes  are  specif icially 
prohibited. 

Parks,  Recreation  Areas,  Historical  Sites 

A.    Existing  Uses 

1.  Swimming    pool    area. 

2.  Swan  Common  recreation  area. 

3.  Lower  Landing  area. 

4.  Fort  No.  4  area. 

B.    Non-existing  Uses 

1.  Permission  may  be  granted  by  the  Planning  Board  only 
after  a  duly  notified  public  hearing  has  been  held. 

Rural 

A.  Agriculture,  Farming,  Market  Gardening,  Residences,  In- 
dividual Mobile  Homes,  Mobile  Home  Parks,  and  other  normal  uses 
of  a  rural  area  shall  be  allowed. 

1.  Each  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  of  10,000  square  feet  with 
90  feet  minimum  frontage  provided  it  is  to  be  serviced 
by  municipal  water  and  sewerage  systems.  With  muni- 
cipal water  only,  lot  size  shall  be  a  minimum  of  25,000 
square  feet  with  150  feet  minimum  frontage.  If  both 
municipal  water  and  sewerage  are  not  available,  lot  size 
shall  be  a  minimum  of  40,000  square  feet  with  150  mini- 
mum frontage. 

2.  First  floor  area  of  buildings  shall  not  exceed  25%  of  the 
lot  area. 
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3.  Placement  of  buildings  from  property  line  shall  be  a 
minimum  of  25  feet  from  front  property  line  and  12 
feet  from  other  property  boundaries. 

4.  Multi-family  dwellings  must  conform  to  requirements  of 
Residential  2  except  that  there  shall  be  no  maximum  num- 
ber of  families  per  dwelling,  and  that  there  shall  be  a 
minimum  living  area  of  300  square  feet  for  each  unit 
in  excess  of  four  units. 

B.  Mobile  Home  Parks  (two  or  more  mobile  homes  on  any 
piece  of  land)  must  comply  with  the  state  regulations  and  all  the 
regulations  in  this  ordinance  pertaining  to  mobile  home  parks. 

1.  Mobile  home  parks  must  be  a  minimum  size  of  40,000 
square  feet. 

2.  A  lot  with  a  minimum  of  5,000  square  feet  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  each  mobile  home  within  a  park.  There  shall 
be  at  least  15  feet  clearance  beyond  any  structure  to  the 
boundary  of  the  lot. 

3.  Expansion  of  existing  mobile  home  parks  as  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance  must  conform  to  all  regulations  in- 
cluded  in   this   ordinance. 

4.  Proposed  mobile  home  park  plans  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Planning  Board  for  approval.  Approval  will  be 
granted  provided  the  proposed  mobile  home  park  con- 
forms to  this  ordinance. 

ApphcatJon  must  contain  the  following  information: 

(a)  Interested  party  —  The  name  and  address  of  the  ap- 
plicant, and  the  name  of  the  real  party  in  interest  if 
other  than  the  applicant. 

(b)  Plat  Plan  —  plat  plan  showing  the  site  of  the  mobile 
home  park;  roads;  locations;  size,  shape,  and  identi- 
fication of  mobile  home  spaces;  location  of  sanita- 
tion provisions;  and  the  name  of  the  abutting  prop- 
erty owners.  Three  copies  of  the  plan  must  accom- 
pany the  application.  Said  plan  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Town  Clerk  and  shall  not  be  accepted  for  record- 
ing until  and  unless  signed  "Approved  by  the  the 
Planning  Board." 

C.  Cam.ping  Areas  —  Restricted  to  rural  zone  only. 

1.  Camping  areas  must  comply  with  all  state  regulations. 

2.  Proposed  camping  area  plans  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Planning  Board.  Approval  shall  be  required  for  all  camp- 
ing areas. 
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D.    Junk  yards  shall  be  allowed  in  the  rural  zone  provided  they 
adhere  to  state  regulations. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

A.  Existing  Conditions: 

1.  A  lot  of  record  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordinance  which 
does  not  conform  to  the  area  and  frontage  requirements  of 
the  zone  in  which  it  is  located  may  be  occupied  by  any  use 
permitted  in  that  zone.  A  lot  of  record  is  defined  as  land 
designated  as  a  separate  and  distinct  parcel  in  a  legally 
recorded  deed;  or  a  plat  plan  filed  priod  to  January  1,  1970  in 
the  records  of  Sullivan  County,  New  Hampshire. 

2.  Any  lawful  use  of  any  building  or  premise  in  existence  at 
the  time  this  ordinance  becomes  effective  may  continue  its 
use,  even  though  it  may  be  non-conforming. 

3.  If  any  non-conforming  use  of  any  buildings  or  premise  is 
discontinued  for  one  year  and  one  day,  any  subsequent  use 
shall  conform  to  this  ordinance. 

4.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  require  any  change  in  the 
plans,  construction,  or  designated  use  of  a  building  for  which 
the  construction  shall  have  been  commenced  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  Separability: 

1.  Each  and  every  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
a  separate,  distinct,  and  independent  provision,  and  the 
invaUdity  of  any  provision  or  section  thereof  shall  not  affect 
the  vaUdity  of  the  remaining  sections  or  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

C.  Administration  and  Enforcement: 

1.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  the 
affirmative  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  voters  present  and 
voting. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Planning  Board  to  administer  and 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  Planning 
Board  is  hereby  given  the  power  and  authority  to  carry  out 
this  purpose  as  shown  in  Chapter  36:11,  NHRSA,  1955. 

3.  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  consulted  before  any  building  or 
structure  shall  be  erected  or  placed  on  any  land,  and  before 
alteration  which  would  change  the  character  of  a  building  or 
structure,  to  see  if  such  conforms  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  Approvals  and  disapprovals  shall  be  given  in  writ- 
ing by  the  board.  This  ruling  is  intended  to  eliminate  mis- 
interpretation of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  insure 
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against  the  possibility  of  prospective  buildings  starting  pro- 
jects without  first  making  sure  that  such  projects  conform 
to  this  ordinance. 

4.  Any  use  shall  be  allowed  in  any  zone  which  is  allowed  in  a 
preceeding  zone  of  this  ordinance. 

5.  The  Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  any  proposed  build- 
ing or  structure,  or  use  of  land,  that  will  be  inconsistent  with 
the  neighborhood  and  community,  and  unless  the  building  or 
structure  is  to  be  finished  in  a  permanent  manner.  This  is 
intended  to  prevent  uses,  and  buildings  and  structures  which 
would  have  a  detrimental  effect  on  the  property  values  and 
neighborhood  character. 

6.  Before  approval  for  any  dwelling  to  be  placed  in  an  area  not 
serviced  by  the  municipal  sewage  and/or  water  system,  seep- 
age tests  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  procedures  recom- 
mended by  the  N.  H.  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission.  Results  of  these  tests  and  sewage  disposal 
plan  shall  be  submitted  with  the  request  for  approval. 

7.  Requests  for  approval  of  any  proposed  building  or  structure 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  sketch  or  drawing  of  the  pro- 
posal; showing  relationship  of  the  building  or  structure  to 
property  lines  and  a  general  description  of  the  building  or 
structure. 

8.  Upon  written  notice  of  an  alleged  violation,  the  Planning 
Board  shall  investigate  and  take  appropriate  action. 

9.  Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  who  violates  any  provision 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  $50  (fifty  dollars)  for  each  offense,  and 
each  day's  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  thereof  shall 
constitute  a  separate  violation. 

D.  Zoning   Board  of  Adjustment 

1.  Within  30  (thirty)  days  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the 
Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Adjustment  as  shown  in 

Chapter  31:67,  NHRSA,  1955. 

2.  The  powers  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  be  those  shown 
in  Chapter  31:72,  NHRSA,  1955. 

E.  Variances 

1.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may,  in  appropriate  cases  make 
special  exceptions  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  in  har- 
mony with  its  general  purpose  and  intent,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  general  or  specific  rules  therein  contained  (taken 
from  Chapter  31:66,  NHRSA,  1955.) 
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2.  Appeals  for  variances  to  this  ordinance  may  be  taken  by 
any  person  aggrieved.  Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  within  a 
reasonable  time,  as  provided  by  the  rules  of  the  Board  of 

Adjustment,    (taken  from  Chapter  31:69,  NHRSA  1955. 

3.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for 
the  hearing  of  the  appeal,  give  public  notice  there  of,  as 
well  as  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest,  and  decide  the  same 
within  a  reasonable  time.  Upon  the  hearing  any  party  may  ap- 
pear in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney.  (Chapter  31:71, 
NHRSA,    1955). 

4.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  authorize  upon  appeal  in 
specific  cases  such  variances  from  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance as  will  not  be  contrary  to  the  pubUc  interest,where, 
owing  to  special  conditions,  a  hteral  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  will  result  in  unnecessary  hardship, 
and  so  that  the  spirit  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  observed  and 
substantial  justice  done.  The  board  may  also  decide  ap- 
peals where  it  is  alleged  there  is  error  in  any  order,  re- 
quirement, decision  or  determination  made  by  the  Planning 
Board  in  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance,  (taken  from  Sec- 
tion I  and  III  Chapter  31:72,  NHRSA,  1955) 

F. — Amendments: 

1.  Any  amendment  to  this  ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  or  Selectmen  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the 
town  as  shown  in  Chapter  31:63a,  NHRSA,  1955. 

2.  Upon  the  petition  of  twenty-five  voters  for  an  amendment  to  a 
zoning  ordinance,  the  Planning  Board  shall  proceed  and  sub- 
mit the  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  town  as  pre- 
scriped  in  Chapter  31:63a,  NHRSA,  1955.  An  amendment  pro- 
posed by  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  only  at  an 
annual  town  meeting,  (taken  from  Chapter  31:63b  (NHRSA, 
1955.) 

G.    Definitions:     For    the    purpose    of   this    ordinance   the    following 
definitions  shall  apply: 

1.  Accessory  building  —  any  building  separate  from  the  main 
building  on  any  lot;  the  use  of  which  is  incidental  or  subor- 
dinate to  the  use  of  the  main  building  (as  a  deteached  garage 

to  a  house). 

2.  Dwelling  —  a  building  in  which  people  live. 

3.  Lot  —  a  parcel  of  land  having  fixed  boundaries. 
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
